One half 
of the Regiment of the Count de Ifenberg paffed the 
Rhine the Day before Yefterday at Mulheim, in order 
to march directly to Macftrich, where they are to enter 
into the Pay of the States General. Our Eleétor de- 
clared, this Day at Dinner, that a8 he conceived there 
was no longer any Danger of the Eleétorate of Hanover 
being attack’d by the French, the Munfterians fhould 
immediately join the Army of the Allies, and a@ as his 
Highoefs the Duke of Aremberg thought fit. 

Hague, May 8. According to our laft Letters from 
Paris, the Prince of Duex Ponts had along Audience of 
the King, on his Return from the Army in Bavaria; 
and from the Lights he gave, two Exp were im- 
mediately difpatch’d, one to the Prince of Conti, and 
the other to M. Blondel, who is fhortly to be emp'oyed 
in fome Negotiation of Importance. We have certain 
Advice from Munich, that Count Mortaigne, Colonel 
of » Walloon Regiment, having defired Leave of the 
Ele€&tor of Bavaria to refign, on account of his having 
quitted his Alliance with France, the Eleétor told him, 
that be had his Leave, and fo fhould every other Officer 
that was difpofed to ask it; but their Number, it feems, 
is very {mall.
